But  one  thing  we  all  possessed  In  common,  we  were  all 
Hampden-Sydney  men. 

New  members  of  the  class,  we  found  ourselves  In,  were  not  the  only  changes 
apparent  on  our  return.  The  faculty  had  undergone  many  alterations,  but  happily 
they  still  remained  most  of  those  members  who  were  firmly  established  by  their 
records  as  permanent  Hampden-Sydney  landmarks.  It  has  been  greatly  through  the 
life  and  efforts  of  these  men  so  well  known  to  us  all  that  hIampden-Sydney  has  be- 
come endeared  to  us.  In  farewell  we  salute  these  men  whose  memory  will  ever  be 
a  symbol  of  what  hHampden-Sydney  really  stands  for. 

For  most  of  us,  this  final  year  has  been  one  of  getting  back  Into  the  swing  of 
studies  which  we  have  for  so  long  been  away  from.  But  after  the  first  few  months, 
this  was  accomplished  in  most  cases,  and  we  were  able  to  have  more  time  to  enjoy 
the  things  that  we  get  the  most  out  of  in  college.  The  German  Club  proved  most 
successful  in  providing  entertainment  during  Homecoming  and  Mid-Winters. 

Now  that  we  find  ourselv.es  graduates  preparing  for  just  about  every  walk  of  life, 
we  can  only  feel  regret  at  leaving  and  thankfulness  for  having  attended  this  small 
christian  college  In  the  heart  of  Virginia.

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SOPHOMORE  CLASS  HISTORY 


This  year  the  Sophomore  Class  at  Hampden-Sydney  is  a  war-baby.  The 
fall  of  1945  saw  an  exceptional  small  group  of  freshmen  here  on  the 
campus.  Indeed,  it  was  a  group  so  small  that  the  entire  student  body 
numbered  just  over  sixty  men. 

These  men  entered  College  at  a  very  trying  time,  a  time  when  their 
country  was  just  recovering  from  the  greatest  war  of  all  time,  a  time 
when  all  extracurricular  activities  were  at  a  standstill,  a  time  when  most 
of  America's  youth  were  still  in  uniform,  and  above  all  a  time  when 
hHampden-Sydney  was  in  great  need  of  men. 

When  the  September  freshmen  arrived  on  the  Hill,  all  civilian  students 
were  living  in  Venable  Hall,  while  a  Naval  Unit  inhabited  Cashing  Hall. 
This  Naval  Unit  was  here  at  Hampden-Sydney  during  the  entire  war  and 
was  probably  a  blessing  in  disguise.  Though  many  may  deride  this  as 
being  detrimental  to  the  school,  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  it  was 
through  the  graces  of  this  land-bound  seaman's  outfit  that  the  Greek 
(affectionate  known  to  most  of  us  as  Dean  Wilson)  discovered  a  new  type 
of  vegetable  matter  called  the  "tree"  on  which  he  learned  to  post  the 
names  of  the  not-too-bright  boys  who  were  among  us.  Perhaps  a  hundred 
or  so  years  from  now  the  super  student  at  the  new  super  Hampden- 
Sydney  will  find  himself  lounging  in  the  shade  of  a  new  botanical  mutation 
aptly  called  the  Arbor  Snappus  (bearing  each  week  the  names  of  the 
Bible  bright  boys).  In  the  spring  of  1946  the  September  Freshmen  became 
the  Sophomores  of  '46-'47  by  decree  of  the  Sophomore  Class  then  in 
power.  After  several  weeks  the  novelty  wore  off  this  new-found  ability  to 
cause  the  Freshmen  to  "sound-off"  and  the  mighty  potentates  (Sopho- 
mores) settled  down  to  carving  "their  names  upon  her  ancient  walls. 

This  year  the  Sophomore  Class  faced  one  of  the  largest  Freshman 
classes  ever  to  inhabit  the  hallowed  walls  of  Venable  Hall  and  has  had 
some  difficulty  in  keeping  this  freshest  of  all  Freshman  Classes  under 
control.  However,  as  time  goes  by,  and  the  Sophomores  of  today  be- 
come Juniors  of  tomorrow  (whether  by  scholastic  standing  or  by  time 
served)  they  will  probably  look  back  on  their  period  of  servitude  as  the 
best  of  their  college  days.

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September  10,  1946 — a  record-breaking  day  to  begin  a  record-break- 
ing year!  Two  hundred  and  forty  Freshmen,  more  than  half  of  the  entire 
Student  Body,  matriculated  at  "the  hill!"  Upperclassmen  and  Sophomores 
who  had  attended  hIampden-Sydney  before  the  war  could  hardly  believe 
their  eyes.  To  them  It  was  Indeed  a  "gross"  situation! 

Although  large,  the  class  of  '50  will  not  be  remembered  for  Its  quantity, 
but  for  the  peerless  quality  which  has  already  branded  it  one  of  the  out- 
standing classes  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  members  were  given  the 
chance  to  display  the  variety  of  their  talents  when  the  call  to  extra- 
curricular activities  was  given,  and  it  was  not  long  before  the  entire 
college  was  aware  of  the  exceptional  abilities  possessed  by  the  "Rat" 
athletics,  dramatics,  publications.  Glee  Club,  in  every  phase  of  school 
they  took  an  active,  often  outstanding  part. 

If  the  Sophomores  and  Upperclassmen  hadn't  learned  by  October 
seventh  that  this  was  no  ordinary  Freshman  Class,  they  were  well  aware 
of  the  fact  the  next  morning.  That  was  the  Thursday  before  hlomecoming 
and  the  date  of  the  traditional  defense  of  the  bonfire  by  "Rats"  against 
the  "respected"  classes.  Until  this  time  all  attempts  by  Freshman  Classes 
to  prevent  their  laboriously  constructed  woodpile  from  being  burned 
were  futile.  But  this  year  the  pile  was  still  unlit  after  two  hours  of  battling, 
and  remained  so  until  the  Frosh,  in  protest  against  the  flame-throwing 
tactics  being  employed  against  them  filed  from  the  area  with  the  satis; 
faction  of  having  been  the  first  Freshman  Class  to  have  successfully  de- 
fended the  hlomecoming  bonfire. 

Events  such  as  this  early  in  the  year  united  the  class  of  '50  and  thereby 
enchanced  the  development  of  a  strong  class  spirit  which  has  since,  by 
the  absorption  of  the  ideals  and  traditions  which  are  FHampden-Sydney, 
broadened  out  Into  a  fervent  school  spirit  which  Is  itself  a  Tradition  at 
"the  hill."  We  now  feel  that  we  are  fully  prepared  to  assume  the  rank 
of  Sophomore.

The  Student  Council  Is  the  governing  body  whose  job  it  is  to  preserve  and  defend  against  all 
transgressors  of  the  Honor  Code  of  our  Alma  Mater,  This  body  has  eight  members,  two  elected  to 
it  from  each  of  the  four  classes  of  the  Student  Body. 

The  most  serious  business  of  the  Student  Government  is  handled  by  this  group  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  prosecute  offenders  of  the  Honor  Code.  The  Council  found  that  it  had  a  huge  task  before 
them  and  one  v/hich  will  take  more  work  than  can  be  done  in  one  session.  With  the  great  influx 
of  students  this  year  and  the  relatively  few  old  Hampden-Sydney  men  to  absorb  them  the  job  of 
year-round  indoctrination  was  made  much  more  difficult  than  In  ordinary  times. 

The  Honor  Code  Is  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most  precious  possessions  and  one  which  must  be 
preserved.  For  this  reason  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  members  as  well  as  every  student  on 
"the  hill"  was  increased  during  this  year.  Here  again  those  who  were  elected  and  the  presiding 
officer,  the  president  of  the  Student  Body,  had  constantly  in  mind  the  importance  of  doing  a  job 
which  others  coming  after  could  build  higher  and  higher  upon. 

It  might  be  added  that  the  president  of  '48  will  have  a  hard  time  filling  the  shoes  of  President 
Bluford.

This  body  of  the  Student  Government  is  composed  of  seventeen  members  and  presided  over  by 
the  presidenf  of  the  Student  Body.  The  members  are  elected  in  the  late  spring  of  each  year  but 
do  not  fake  office  until  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.

This  year  the  Student  Government  found  itself  badly  in  need  of  remodeling  and  clarification.

For  the  first  time  a  record  of  business  of  the  Student  Assembly  was  kept,  rules  of  procedure 
written  out  and  adopted,  and  In  general,  an  effort  made  to  hand  down  to  succeeding  bodies  of 
Student  Government  something  which  they  can  use  to  build  on  and  Improve. 

The  Student  Government,  composed  of  the  Student  Assembly  and  the  Student  Council,  made  many 
gains  which,  is  hoped  by  those  who  made  them,  will  prove  a  benefit  to  the  students  and  the 
college.  Meetings  of  these  bodies  of  government  were  held  with  a  serious  purpose  and  steps  were 
taken  with  the  view  that  through  cooperation  of  all  students  much  might  be  gained  by  all.

Intercollegiate  debating  was  another  of  the  many  activities  which  ceased  altogether 
during  the  war  years  at  hIampden-Sydney.  Its  revival  was  not  an  easy  affair  because 
so  few  had  had  any  debating  experience  in  college.  Two  men  were  left  from  previous 
squads,  Perry  fHyde  and  Bill  Lacy,  had  attained  varsity  status  when  hostilities  sounded 
the  death  knell  for  the  group. 

Doctor  Allan  lost  little  time  getting  things  started,  and  used  these  three  seniors 
for  a  nucleus.  The  formed  the  Debate  Council  and  proceeded  to  hold  tryouts  for 
new  members.  Eventually  Jim  Cralle,  John  Irvine,  and  Walter  Woodson  were  selected 
for  the  team.  Later  in  the  year  the  Debate  Council  sponsored  an  intramural  debate 
tournament  and  uncovered  other  capable  men  for  future  use. 

Manager  Perry  hlyde  departed  from  custom  by  scheduling  debates  in  the  fall. 
The  practice  had  been  to  nurse  the  meagre  funds  until  spring,  at  which  time  the  de- 
baters would  shift  into  high  gear.  hHyde  reversed  this  process  and  the  team  com- 
peted in  twelve  debates  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  Nine  of  the  engagements 
were  away  from  the  hHill,  and  that  did  the  budget  no  little  harm. 

The  spring  schedule  called  for  a  visit  to  the  Tau  Kappa  Alpha  Tournament  at 
Natural  Bridge  and  a  short  trip  northward.

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Handicapped  by  a  discouraging  lack 
of  weight  and  harrassed  by  innumerable 
injuries  which  kept  nnany  of  the  best  play- 
ers sidelined  part  of  the  season,  the 
hHampden-Sydney  Tigers  completed  an 
unimpressive  season  of  two  wins  against 
seven  defeats.  Lack  of  experience  and 
reserve  strength  also  figured  in  this  poor 
showing  of  the  scrappy  Death  Valley 
boys. 

In  their  opening  game  the  Tigers  fell 
before  the  powerful  attack  of  a  far  su- 
perior Cavalier  eleven,  71-0.  The  out- 
classed hIampden-Sydney  team  fought 
throughout  the  entire  game,  but  were  no 
match  for  Coach  Art  Guepe's  smooth- 
worklna  Cavaliers. 


For  two  quarters  of  the  Washington 
and  Lee  game  the  spectators  witnessed 
a  nip-and-tuck  battle  between  the  two 
teams.  Finally,  in  the  third  quarter,  with 
the  aid  of  two  lucky  breaks,  the  tide  of 
the  game  changed  in  favor  of  the  Gen- 
erals, and  they  walked  off  the  field  with  a 
41-6  victory.  hIampden-Sydney  led  the 
opponents  In  the  first  downs  and  also  had 
a  better  kicking  average,  hlowever,  they 
were  unable  to  produce  a  score  the  sec- 
ond half  while  yielding  five  touchdowns  to 
the  Generals.  Captain  "Foots"  Holland 
was  the  pillar  of  strength  in  the  line,  while 
Shiflett,  Chapman,  and  "Bo"  Wall  were 
outstanding  in  the  backfleld. 

The  following  Saturday  an  improved 
and  scrappy  team  fell  before  a  power- 
laden  University  of  Richmond  squad,  33-6, 
In  Richmond  City  Stadium.  The  Tigers 
played  excellent  ball,   but  the  speed  and 
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deception  of  the  University  of  Richmond 
huskies  was  too  much  for  the  boys  from 
Death  Valley.  Although  hHolland  and 
''Guts"  Barnett  were  super,  the  stars  of 
the  game  were  All-Staters  Wibourne  and 
Ralston  of  Richmond. 

Unable  to  break  their  losing  streak,  the 


Tigers  yielded  to  the  Yellow  Jackets  of 
Randolph-Macon  by  the  slim  margin  of 
6-0  before  a  record  hHomecoming  crowd. 
Played  in  shirt-sleeve  weather,  the  game 
was  a  sluggish  one,  neither  team  showing 
a  lot  of  scrap.  Bob  Osburn,  although  still 
suffering    from    injuries    received    in    the 
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University  of  Virginia  game,  turned  in  a 
praiseworthy  performance  against  the 
Yellow  Jackets. 

Again  taking  to  the  road,  the  team  this 
time  journeyed  to  Davidson,  North  Caro- 
lina, where  they  suffered  a  40-0  setback 
at  the  hands  of  the  Wildcats.  This  game 
saw  co-captain  "Ducky"  Pond  surrender 
his  end  position  to  substitute  Pete  Squire 
to  make  his  debut  in  the  backfield.  David- 
son scored  early  on  a  pass  play  and  from 
then  on  it  was  their  game. 

Unable  to  make  a  total  of  but  5  yards 
rushing,  the  Garnet  and  Grey  was  com- 
pletely outclassed  by  the  Western  Mary- 
land team.  Their  lone  talley  was  made  by 
Osburn    who    took    a    twenty-three    pass 


from  Chapman  on  the  Terror  fifteen  and 
outraced  three  opponents  to  cross  the 
goal  line  standing  up.  h^ampden-Sydney 
could  not  stop  the  Terror  attack,  and  the 
boys  from  Westminister  shoved  over  five 
touchdowns  to  make  the  final  score  36-6. 
Ah,  how  sweet  is  victory — particularly 
when  you  have  suffered  six  consecutive 
defeats!  This  long-awaited  event  occur- 
red at  the  expense  of  Washington  Col- 
lege. The  Tigers  received  the  opening 
kickoff  and  until  the  last  two  minutes  of  ■ 
the  first  half  the  Maroon  and  Black  could 
not  get  possession  of  the  ball  in  Tiger 
territory.  The  Tigers  played  an  aggressive 
alert  brand  of  ball  that  netted  them  a 
20-13    win    over   the    larger    Washington 
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College  team.  Dug  Chapman  gave  a 
great  exhibition  of  the  art  of  punting, 
making  two  perfect  coffin-corner  shots. 
Tit  for  tat!  Seeking  revenge  for  an 
earlier  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Jackets, 
the  Tigers  went  to  Ashland  with  one  pur- 
pose in  mind — to  spoil  Randolph-Macon's 
hlomecoming.  hIampden-Sydney  scored 
twice  in  the  first  quarter  to  win  the  hard- 
fought  contest  by  a  score  of  14-6.  The 
first  touchdown  was  the  result  of  a  lateral 
from  Jack  Glascock  to  Osburn  and  the 
second  was  made  by  Pete  Squire  on  an 
intercepted  pass.  The  lone  Jacket  score 
followed  a  blocked  kick  and  a  penalty 
against  hIampden-Sydney  which  put  the 
ball  on  the  one-yard  line. 


Maybe  the  boys  gave  all  they  had  in 
that  Randolph-Macon  upset  and  did  not 
save  enough  for  Sewanee!  It  did  not 
look  like  the  same  team  that  played  in 
Ashland.  As  a  result,  the  Purple  Tigers 
from  Tennessee,  combining  speed  and 
deception  with  a  big  weight  advantage, 
rolled  to  a  31-0  victory  over  Coach 
Summer's  last  hIampden-Sydney  gridiron 
team. 

As  a  postscript  let  us  add  that  although 
the  team  did  not  have  an  enviable  record, 
we  of  the  student  body,  understanding 
their  unsurmountable  handicaps,  possess 
a  feeling  of  pride,  mingled  with  respect, 
for  the  fortitude  which  they  exhibited  in 
the  face  of  great  odds.

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The  Tiger  Cubs  got  underway  late  with  their 
1946  football  schedule  by  playnig  a  tie  game 
with  Crewe  High  School  on  their  opponent's 
gridiron.  Having  been  thoroughly  coached  by 
Mr.  David  R.  Reveley,  formerly  a  Lieutenant 
Commander  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Navy  and  now  a  faculty  member  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  the  Cubs  carried  the  ball  deep 
into  Crewe  territory  on  the  opening  play:  but 
there  stopped  short  of  the  goal  line  by  a  de- 
termined Crewe  defense.  Although  they  were 
unable  to  score  the  Cubs  kept  possession  of  the 
ball  during  the  greater  part  of  the  first  halt 
and  held  their  opponents  deep  within  their  own 
territory.  The  second  half  found  the  boys  from 
Crewe  conscious  of  the  fact  that  they  had  been 
outplayed  and  very  determined  not  to  let  it 
happen  again.  The  entire  third  and  almost  all 
of  the  fourth  periods  were  played  on  the  Cub's 
thirty  yard  line.  Crewe  backs  desperately  tried 
to  slash  through  a  very  determined  but  very 
weary  Cub  defense.  Time  and  again  the  Cubs 
turned  back  these  threatening  attacks  but  were 
unable  to  advance  through  the  stiffened  defense 
of  their  opponents  until  during  the  last  few  min- 
utes of  the  game  when  a  Cub  back  sped  around 
end  and  almost  scored.  From  this  time  on  the 
Cubs  drove  relentlessly  at  Crewe's  goal,  but 
were  turned  back  after  each  attempt.  The  end 
of  the  game  found  the  Cubs  in  this  situation 
vainly  trying  to  score  but  failed  each  time. 
Crewe,  with  a  marvelous  display  of  defensive 
strength,  held  the  Cubs  to  a  nothing  to  nothing 
tie. 

The  Cubs  next  engaged  the  Randolph-Macon 
Junior  Varsity  eleven  under  lights  at  the  Farm- 
ville  High  School  Stadium.  By  playing  hard  and 
fast  they  were  able  to  gain  a    16-0  lead  by  the 


half  time,  but  on  slackening  their  defense  in  the 
third  quarter  they  were  suddenly  hit  by  a  power- 
ful Yellow  Jacket  onslaught  and  yielded  six  points 
to  them.  The  game  continued  evenly  fought  until 
the  final  whistle  and  in  a  16-6  score. 

The  Farmville  High  School  Stadium  was  again 
the  scene  of  a  bloody  battle  between  the  Cubs 
and  one  of  their  opponents.  Here  was  held  a 
return  match  between  the  Tigers  and  Crewe 
High  School.  This  time  it  was  not  the  Cubs  on 
the  offense  but  Crewe,  who  scored  early  in  the 
game  and  completed  a  pass  for  the  extra  point. 
The  Cubs  were  not  to  be  outdone  and  with 
brilliant  end  sweeps  and  crushing  cross-bucks 
they  scored  twice  before  the  end  of  the  first  half 
but  failed  to  convert  for  either  extra  point. 
With  a  five-point  lead  and  filled  with  a  spirit 
of  over-confidence  they  took  the  field  for  the 
start  of  the  second  half.  Using  this  over-confi- 
dence to  their  advantage  Crewe  opened  up  an 
aerial  attack  and  scored  on  a  long  pass.  This 
snapped  the  Tigers  out  of  their  dream  but  they 
were  unable  to  overcome  Crewe's  one-point 
lead.  At  the  final  whistle  the  Cubs  walked  off 
the  field  a  defeated  but  wiser  team. 

For  their  fourth  and  final  game  of  the  season, 
the  Cubs  journeyed  to  Lewisburg,  West  Virginia, 
to  play  the  powerful  Greenbrier  Military 
Academy.  On  the  opening  play  it  was  quite 
evident  that  the  Cubs  were  outclassed  as  a 
Greenbrier  back  passed  to  his  capable  receiver 
for  fifty  yards  and  a  touchdown.  Time  and 
time  again  the  Greenbrier  aerial  attack  drove 
into  pay  dirt  and  on  tiring  of  this  offense  they 
launched  a  running  attack  that  ripped  through 
the  Cubs  defense  with  an  equal  effect.  Battling 
desperately  through  the  entire  game  against  the 
power  of  Greenbrier's  eleven,  the  Cubs  ended 
their  1946  season  with  a  35-0  defeat.

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As  basketball  season  rolled  around  the  school 
was  looking  torward  to  a  better-than-averaye 
season  on  the  hardwood.  The  only  letterman 
back  from  the  past  year's  team  was  Bill  Balas, 
state  high  scorer  in  '46,  but  returning  from  the 
war  to  bolster  the  squad  were  three  lettermen 
from  previous  Hampden-Sydney  teams,  namely, 
Leslie  Pugh,  Bill  Harvie,  and  George  Bales.  As 
practice  progressed,  a  goodly  amount  of  talent 
was  also  discovered  in  the  ranks  of  the  new- 
comers. Particularly  promising  were  Amby  " 
Vulgan,  who  entered  too  late  in  '46  to  lend  his 
services  to  that  team,  Wyllys  Taylor  and  Jesse 
hlutcheson.  From  this  galaxy  of  talent  it  was 
expected  that  a  starting  five  could  be  picked 
which  would  compare  favorably  with  any  team 
in  the  state. 

The  opening  game  was  with  Lynchburg  Col- 
lege and  the  Tigers  started  the  season  with  a 
bang  as  the  swished  the  nets  for  78  points  while 
limiting  the  opponents  to  34.  Vulgan  dropped 
in     19    points    to    take    top    scoring    honors    while

Captain  Les  Pugh  bucketed  12  to  place  second. 
The  balance  of  the  points  were  fairly  well  dis- 
tributed as  every  player  on  the  bench  saw  action. 
Fresh  from  this  opening  victory  the  team 
journeyed  to  Durham,  N.  C,  to  take  on  the  Blue 
Devils  of  Duke.  The  game  with  Lynchburg  had 
shown   nothing,   and   their  first   real   test   proved 


too  much  for  the  Tigers.  Duke  had  a  holiday 
the  first  half,  leaving  the  floor  with  a  34-16  half 
time  advantage,  and  then  staved  off  a  valiant 
rally  by  the  Bengals  to  win  by  a  score  of  61-51. 
The  Tigers  suffered  their  second  straight  set- 
back at  the  hands  of  the  classy  Navy  quint. 
The     Naval     Academy     completely     outclassed 
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Hampden-Sydney  as  they  turned  the  game  into 
a  71-40  rout. 

In  their  second  state  championship  game  the 
Death  Valley  five  encountered  more  competition 
than  the  first,  but  won  an  easy  57-37  victory  over 
Roanoke  College.  Balas  was  high  scorer  for  the 
night  with  16  points,  followed  closely  by  Les 
Pugh  who  scored  seven  field  goals  and  a  charity 
toss  for  a  total  of  15  points. 

The   second    game    with    Lynchburg,    although 


played  away  from  home,  was  even  more  lop- 
sided than  the  first.  Coach  Summers  emptied 
the  bench  in  a  futile  effort  to  keep  the  score 
respectable,  but  the  Tigers  couldn't  be  stopped. 
Though  the  second  team  played  most  of  the 
game,  the  final  score  was  95-26!  Vulgan  and 
hlutcheson  scored  16  points  each,  but  this  was 
not  enough  to  top  hiady  of  Lynchburg  who 
racked  up  a  total  of  I  7  points. 

The    Tigers    almost    doubled    Bridgewaters    36 
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points  to  win  their  fourth  straight  "Little  Six" 
victory.  The  team  made  71  points  for  a  six 
game  average  of  65.3  points  per  game.  The 
Garnet  and  Grey  held  only  a  3-point  advantage 
as  the  first  quarter  ended,  but  stretched  this  to  a 
15-point  lead  at  halftime.  In  the  second  half 
Bridgewater  never  threatened. 

On  January  14th  the  team,  accompanied  by 
about  half  of  the  Student  Body,  journeyed  to 
Richmond  to  meet  the  traditional  rivals,  hlamp- 
den-Sydney  was  completely  "off"  the  first  half, 
scoring  only  19  points  against  28  by  Richmond. 
Except  for  a  gallant  rally  in  the  opening  min- 
utes of  the  second  half  which  almost  closed  the 
gap,  the  Tigers  never  threatened,  despite  the 
workhorse    role    portrayed    by    George    Bales. 

THE  RICHMOND  GAME 

Although  the  Bengals  lacked  punch,  University 
of  Richmond  had  plenty  in  the  form  of  Tony 
Diservio  and  the  Al  Rinaldi  who  scored  23  and 
I  7  points  respectively. 

The  following  night  the  team  engaged  the 
Yellow  Jackets  of  Randolph-Macon  on  the  Ash- 
land hardwood  and  very  nearly  got  stung.  Fans 
witnessed  the  most  exciting  game  the  Tigers 
played  all  season.  Trailing  18-24  at  the  half, 
Hampden-Sydney  came  back  strong  and  tied 
up  the  game  midway  of  the  third  period.  From 
then  on  the  lead  seesawed,  and  despite  the 
efforts  of  the  timekeeper,  finally  came  to  rest 
with  hIampden-Sydney  leading  47-45.  A  total 
of  41  fouls  were  called  during  the  game,  and 
the  closing  minutes  were  played  with  the  service 
of  four  of  the  starting  ten  men,  two  from  each 
team. 

The  Tigers  finally  returned  to  their  home  court 
this  time  to  take  on  the  quint  from  the  U.  S.  S. 
Midway  which  was  docked  at  Norfolk.  All  that 
was  known  about  this  team  was  that  Carroll,  their 
ace,  was  all-American  for  Navy  before  the  war 
and  that  Bach  was  also  a  former  star  for  Navy. 
These  two   boys   really   lived   up  to  expectations 


as  they  garnered  29  and  24  points  respectively, 
but  to  no  avail,  for  they  went  down  to  the  count 
of  67-58.  Scoring  for  the  Bengals  was  led  by 
Vulgan,  hiarvie,  and  Taylor  who  each  gathered 
10  points. 

The  V.  P.  I.  Gobblers  turned  on  the  heat  to 
win  over  the  luckless  Tigers  60-50.  Although 
Les  Pugh  swished  19  points  and  Amby  Vulgan 
hit  the  nets  for  14,  they  were  unable  to  compete 
with  Techmen. 

Seeking  revenge  for  their  defeat  earlier  In 
the  season  at  the  hands  of  the  University  of 
Richmond,  the  Tigers  played  one  of  their  best 
games  of  the  season  as  they  completely  out- 
played the  Spiders  to  hand  them  a  55-45  defeat. 
DI  Servio  and  Rinaldi,  the  big  guns  in  the  first 
meeting  of  the  two  teams,  were  unable  to  score 
but  8  points  each.  High  scorers  for  the  game 
were  Balas,  Miller,  Spider  Captain,  and  Vulgan, 
who  dropped  in  fourteen,  thirteen,  and  eleven 
points  respectively. 

Leading  28-19  at  the  intermission,  the  Tigers 
could  score  but  13  points  the  second  half  of  the 
William  and  Mary  game  while  the  Indians 
dropped  in  27  to  win  46-41.  Balas  whipped 
through  10  points  and  Pugh  9,  but  Teach  of 
William  and  Mary  led  the  scoring  with  13  points. 

In  their  first  encounter  with  the  Medical  Col- 
lege, the  fHampden-Sydney  five  had  a  narrow 
escape,  but  managed  to  squeeze  by  53-51.  Pugh 
scored  17  points,  Balas  15,  and  Vulgan  12,  to 
account  for  44  of  the  Tigers  total  number  of 
points.  hHIgh  scoring  honors,  however,  are  re- 
served for  Allara  of  Medical  College  who  poured 
in  ten  field  goals  and  a  charity  for  a  total  of 
21    points. 

In  the  second  contest  with  Roanoke  College 
the  Tigers  were  eased  out  by  the  score  of  50-49. 
Bill  Balas  took  top  honors  in  scoring  with  19 
points  while  Sthalsmlth  of  Roanoke  dropped  in 
14  points. 

Vulgan  led  the  Tigers  scoring  with  18  points 
In  the  second  encounter  with  Bridgewater.  Sadly 
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off  In  all  departments  they  were  unable  to 
threaten  at  any  time  as  the  Tigers  emerged 
the  victor,  82-41. 

On  their  home  court  the  Tigers  again  set  back 
the  Medicos  by  the  margin  62-57  as  Balas  rolled 
up  20  points  trailed  by  Pugh  with  14.  Allara 
of  the  Medical  College  stood  out  with  14  while 
Judy,  despite  size  or  weight,  showed  the  fans 
some  unusual  ball  handling. 

February  20th  brought  the  favored  V.  M.  I. 
Cadets  and  Hampden-Sydney  Tigers  together 
for  the  only  time  this  season.  This  game's  out- 
come was  due  largely  to  the  great  floor  play  of 
George  Bales,  (Captain-elect)  and  the  top-scor- 
ing Amby  Vulgan  contributed  largely  to  the 
65-48  victory. 

The  Yellow  Jackets  fell  prey  to  the  Tigers  in 
their  second  battle  of  the  season  to  the  tune 
of  52-47.  This  game  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
thrillers  of  the  season.  Balas  again  was  top 
scorer  for  the  Tigers  with  19  points. 

In  a  dramatic  climax  to  the  season,  sweetest 
revenge  came  to  Death  Valley  in  the  year's 
outstanding  game,  as  the  Tigers  staged  a  brilliant 
exhibition  to  whip  the  highly-touted  Gobblers 
71-57.     A    capacity    crowd    cheered    madly    as 


V.  P.  I.  at  times  threatened.  With  22  points 
Captain  Pugh  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
victorious  margin. 

The  Union  Theology  Seminary  meeting  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  a  make-up  game  fell  easy  prey 
to  the  Tigers,  76-31.  The  starting  five  played 
only  small  portions  of  the  game  as  each  member 
of  the  squad  played.  Pugh  scored  14  points 
followed  by  Dameron  with   13. 

This  record  of  14  wins  against  6  defeats  was 
good  enough  to  cop  the  State  Championship 
as  well  as  top  honors  in  the  "Little  Six"  race. 
The  '47  basketball  team  was  one  of  the  best, 
possibly  the  best,  ever  produced  by  hlampden- 
Sydney.  Receiving  little  attention  from  sports 
writers  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  season,  they 
completed  the  season  in  a  blaze  of  wins,  forcing 
these  "prophets  of  the  press"  to  eat  their  own 
forecasts.  In  addition  to  winning  two  Champion- 
ships, the  team  established  a  record  for  the 
"new"   gym   by  winning  every  home  game. 

In  closing,  the  KALEIDOSCOPE  wishes  to 
commend  each  player  for  his  part  in  making 
the  season  the  success  that  it  was,  and  for 
demonstrating,  individually  and  as  a  team,  the 
spirit  that  is  a  tradition  at  hHampden-Sydney.

JUNIOR    VARSITY    BASKETBALL 


Under  the  direction  of  Coach  hi.  T.  Howard 
the  Junior  Varsity  turned  in  a  commendable 
record  of  9  wins  against  5  defeats.  They  scored 
a  total  of  639  points  while  limiting  their  op- 
ponents to  427.  Scoring  was  led  by  Dixon,  hfunt, 
Paxton,  Miliam,  and  Oakes  who  dropped  in  a 
total  of  450  points.  Dixon,  although  playing  in 
but  I  I  games,  was  high  scorer  for  the  team 
with    132    points,   followed   by   hfunt  with    106.

At  a  post-season  banquet  in  honor  of  the 
Jayvees  the  players  unanimously  elected  Jimmy 
Hunt  Honorary  Captain  in  recognition  of  the 
steady  brand  of  ball  which  he  played  and  the 
inspiring  spirit  which  he  demonstrated  at  all 
times. 

Although  not  the  best  Junior  Varsity  that  has 
ever  represented  the  school,  the  '47  team  was 
certainly  not  the  worst  and  deserves  a  lot  more 
praise  than  they  received.  They  always  put  up 
a  scrap,  even  when  the  odds  were  against  them.
